Eagle Scout in the Making = Destin’s Nick Bowyer 


In April, Boy Scout Nick Bowyer 
installed 15 bluebird houses at Destin 
Water Users’ (DWU) George F. French 
Reclamation Facility. Through this 
project, Bowyer has completed the 
final component of his Eagle Scout 
application. 


Bowyer, a member of Boy Scout 
Association (BSA) Troop 504 in Destin, 
is a junior at Collegiate High School. 
Now 17, Bowyer has been a member of 
the BSA for nine years, having earned 
numerous badges of merit. 


To earn the Eagle Scout rank, the 
highest advancement rank in Scouting, 
a Boy Scout must fulfill requirements 
in the areas of leadership, service 
and outdoor skills. Although many 
options are available to demonstrate 
proficiency in these areas, a number of 
specific skills are required to advance 
through the ranks—Scout, Tenderfoot, 
Second Class, First Class, Star, Life 
and Eagle. To advance, a Boy Scout 
must pass specific tests that are 
organized by requirements and merit 
badges. 


Upon inquiry with DWU General 
Manager Lockwood Wernet, Bowyer 


discovered the opportunity to give back 
through the installation of Bluebird 
houses on site at the Destin Water 
Users plant. With the permission of the 
DWU Board of Directors—and backing 
by area business including Destin 
Water Users, Destin United Methodist 
Church, Warren Averett LLC, Home 
Depot, and other private donations— 
Bowyer began the extremely detailed 
process of writing up the proposal to 
present to the District Eagle Scout 
Board Chair for approval. 


“We believe that Nick’s Eagle Scout 
project aligns with our mission 
statement that we live and work in 
a little piece of paradise, and DWU 
is intent on doing our part to keep it 
that way,” says Wernet, “The bluebird 
trail provides habitat to rebuild the 
bluebird population in our community 
and it promotes biodiversity in and 
around our facilities.” 


After receiving the board’s unanimous 
approval, Bowyer and his team built 
the 15 bluebird houses, finishing up in 
just over a month. Bowyer raised all the 
funds and solicited material donations 
from local businesses to complete the 
project. 


Bowyer will present all elements of his 
application to the council for approval. 


“Having been born and raised in Destin, 
it was an honor to have the opportunity 
to give something back to the company 
that plays such an important role in our 
everyday lives,” says Bowyer. “Through

Users stands for. I was excited to be 
able to build the 15 bluebird houses 
to help better the environment by 
increasing the bluebird population and 
decreasing pests.”

Robots Arrive in Fort Walton Beach 


Fort Walton Beach Medical Center is the first 
hospital in the area to offer Stryker’s Mako Robotic- 
Arm Assisted Procedures. Robotic-arm assisted 
surgery is the latest advancement in joint replacement 
surgery that offers the potential for a higher level of 
patient-specific implant alignment and positioning.

Dr. Mark Tenholder, a fellowship-trained joint 
replacement, arthroscopy and sports medicine 
surgeon, performed the first robotic-assisted knee 
replacement at Fort Walton Beach Medical Center 
on May 2, using the Mako™ robot. Dr. Tenholder 
underwent additional training on this state-of-the-art 
system, which aids in precision and personalization 
to create a more normal, healthy joint. 


“Tam excited to utilize this incredible system and 
offer this high-tech option to our local and regional 


patients,” says Dr. Tenholder. “Robotic-arm assistance 
allows me to perform the surgery with less invasive 
techniques. It aids in both perfect implant placement 
and soft tissue balancing. The science tells us that 
this will result in increased patient satisfaction, better 
function, and improved longevity of the results.” 


The Mako Partial Knee application is a treatment 
option designed to relieve the pain caused by joint 
degeneration due to osteoarthritis that has not yet 
progressed to all three compartments of the knee. 
Following the personalized pre-operative plan, 
the surgeon guides the robotic-arm during bone 
preparation to execute the pre-determined surgical 
plan and to position the implant. 


By selectively targeting only the part of the knee 
damaged by osteoarthritis, surgeons can resurface 
the diseased portion of the knee while helping to 
spare the healthy bone and ligaments surrounding 
the knee joint.

Help for the Everglades Is Possibly on the Way

Cautious praise for the compromise 
passage of Senate Bill 10 is deserved. 
Celebration would be foolish. 


The fractured Florida Legislature has 
agreed to fund a deep reservoir for 
holding polluted discharges from Lake 
Okeechobee, with the aim of sparing 
coastal communities from tourism- 
killing algae blooms and fish kills. 


The $1.6 billion reservoir won’t be 
as big as the one sought by Senate 
President Joe Negron, but it would be 
big enough to make a difference. And 
it’s way better than nothing, which is 
what lawmakers in the House were 
poised to do. 


SB 10 calls for the reservoir to be built 
mostly on state-owned land south of 
the Everglades Agricultural Area. It 
would hold about 78 billion gallons of 
water that would turn over a few times 
a year—a total substantially less than 
what’s dumped from Lake O during 
heavy rainy seasons. 


But, again, a 14,460-acre reservoir is 
better than no reservoir. 


The project is many years from getting 
done—and more challenging than 
simply digging a giant hole in the 
ground. In theory it would cleanse the 
dirty lake water before sending it south 
to the Everglades, but first the lake 
water needs a dedicated route through 
the farm fields to the reservoir. 


Both the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers 
and the South Florida Water 
Management District must agree ona 
construction plan, and neither agency 
is famous for moving at warp speed. 


The state would pay half the proposed 
cost of the reservoir, borrowing $800 
million, while the rest is supposed to 
come from the federal government. 
That means Congress, perpetually 
in budget turmoil, must approve the 
project. 


Floridians should be wary of getting 
their hopes up. While state polls show 
overwhelming public support for land 
and water conservation, Tallahassee 
has shown overwhelming indifference. 


This year not a single dollar has been 
budgeted for Florida Forever, a land- 
preservation program signed into 
law by Gov. Jeb Bush in 1999 with 
bipartisan support. 


Later generations of legislators have 
been stripping Florida Forever year by 


year. Originally funded at $300 million 
annually, the program shriveled to a 
pitiful $15.1 million in 2016. 


One of the bill’s original sponsors was 
Rep. Lee Constantine, a longtime pro- 
business Republican. Now a Seminole 
County commissioner, Constantine 
recently wrote a guest column in the 
Orlando Sentinel pleading with the 
GOP-controlled Legislature to make 
Florida Forever a priority again. 


“No one ever moved to Florida 
because we have the best strip malls,” 
Constantine noted. “It’s the idea of 
living in a perceived paradise with 
beautiful rivers, springs, beaches, and 
precious green spaces.” 


Last week the House passed legislation 
that would progressively hike funding 
for Florida Forever through 2035, 
beginning next year. The sponsor, 
State Rep. Matt Caldwell of Fort 
Myers, wants 40 percent of the money 
spent on the Rural and Family Lands 
Protection Program, which pays 
agricultural owners not to develop 
their land. 


As of this writing, the state Senate 
hasn’t taken up the Caldwell bill, but 
it did agree to provide money this year 
for the rural lands program. 


Paying ranchers and farmers not to 
sell to developers is one way of saving 
green space from disappearing under 
concrete, but it’s not as permanent as 
buying critical lands outright. 


That was the ambitious mission of 
Amendment 1, which many probably 
remember. It was approved in 2014 by 
a mere 75 percent of Florida voters. 


For 20 years the state was supposed to 
use 33 percent of documentary-stamp 
taxes on real estate transactions—$700 
million to $900 million annually— 
to “acquire, restore, improve, and 
manage conservation lands” such as 
wetlands, forests and wildlife habitat. 


Specific attention was to be paid 
to protecting the water quality of 
rivers, streams, beaches, and lakes, 
presumably including that huge one 
named Okeechobee. 


What happened to all that money? 
Excellent question. 


With a casual disdain for the words 
on the ballot and the will of the voters, 
the Legislature has been bleeding 
Amendment 1 to buy state vehicles, 
pay salaries, and cover other expenses 
that normally come from general 
revenue. 


A lawsuit filed by Earthjustice on 
behalf of several environmental groups 
alleges that the state wrongly diverted 
about $308 million of the $713 
million available for land-buying and 
conservation in fiscal 2015-2016. 


The case is headed for trial, and 
probably the state Supreme Court. 


Those high hopes that so many 
Floridians once had for Amendment 1 
have faded bitterly, and now provide 


a lesson for how we should react to 
Senate Bill 10. 


Don’t celebrate. Keep the heat on those 
sneaky bastards..

Willie Nelson 
God’s Problem Child 
Legacy Recordings 


Beachcomber requested that I submit a 
review of Willie’s new album, and since 
I’m not known as a music critic, I’m 
gonna presume that my perspective as 
a transplanted Texan in Walton County 
might be the reason. 


As I was entering Big Bend in west 
Texas last week, I saw notice that a 
tune penned by Mark Sherrill and 
Sonny Throckmorton, “Butterfly,” was 
on the new Willie release. I pushed play 
and was immediately overwhelmed at 
the pure Willieness of the track. It’s 
a loving, esoteric ballad, with Mickey 
Raphael’s unmistakable harmonica 
playing and the unmistakable tone of 
Willie’s fingers on Trigger. I immediately 
pulled over and downloaded the entire 
album to use as a soundtrack for my 
entry into the wilds of the Big Bend. 
The further I got off I-10, the more at 
home I felt, and the more Willie’s new 
tunes felt like a warm welcome home. 


This is Willie’s 61st studio album and 
a true expression of a musical giant 
facing his own mortality. He sings 
about going home to a “Little House 
On The Hill” and comes to terms with 
the body not keeping up with the mind 
on “Old Timer” and “It Gets Easier.” He 
sings of “True Love” and “A Woman’s 
Love” with a perspective of wisdom 
only a man who has lived his life fully 
can share. Alison Krauss’ beautiful 
harmonies add another layer to a 
number of the tracks. 


“Still Not Dead,” perhaps one of the 
funniest Willie songs I’ve ever heard, 
reflects his own amazement and 
gratitude for waking up to greet another 
day and pokes fun at the premature 
death rumors that thrive on the internet 
these days. Likewise, “Delete And 
Fast Forward” presents a template for 
navigating the information overload age, 
playfully preparing for the end of times. 


On the title track, Leon Russell, Tony 
Pace 14 
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Joe White and Jamey Johnson face up 
to past transgressions in a delicious 
slow blues. Hearing Leon’s voice one 
more time brought a tear to my eyes 
and filled my heart with gratitude 
for his music. And Willie’s picking is 
particularly stellar on this one. 


Willie winds up the session with 
a tribute to his dear friend Merle 
Haggard, “He Won’t Ever Be Gone.” 
As he sings of their deep musical 
friendship, Willie could easily be 
referring to his own legacy. We are left 
facing the sad fact that Willie won’t be 
here in his corporeal form forever, but 
his music will live on. 


God’s Problem Child is one more jewel 
in the American musical canon. God 
bless you, Willie, and from the bottom 
of my musical heart, thank you.

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Live Music Review 
Amon Amarth and Goatwhore 


Many metal acts have graced the 
stage at Pensacola’s Vinyl Music 
Hall, but none have had quite the 
impact that Amon Amarth and 
Goatwhore delivered to our many 
local metalheads. Since 2012, I 
have seen just about every metal act 
that has rolled through the venue— 
Killswitch Engage, the Black Dahlia 
Murder, Cannibal Corpse, and the 
mighty Gwar. These bands have 
graced us with immensely powerful 
shows time and time again. 


But I was completely overwhelmed by 
Amon Amarth and Goatwhore. This 
was the first sold out metal show I 
have ever seen at the Vinyl Music 
Hall, and it was on a Monday. 


Once I walked in through those doors, 
a familiar feeling hit me, something 
that was missing for a while. It was a 
sense of community that surrounded 
me, an energy that is unmistakable. 
I frequent many concerts in the area, 
but nothing feels more like home than 
a metal show. 


Known for being at the forefront of the 
blackened death metal subgenre, New 
Orleans’ Goatwhore has developed 
a cult following, bringing with 
them a unique sound that many 
bands today still try to emulate, 
including lyrical topics such as 
the occult, Satanism, witchcraft, 
and Armageddon. Presenting many 
of their best songs—“Apocalyptic 
Havoc,” “Nocturnal Conjuration of 
the Accursed,” “Unraveling Paradise,” 
and “FBS”—Goatwhore’s sheer power 
was an amazing feat to witness. I was 
especially impressed with touring 
bassist Rob Coleman, who provided 
much interaction with the audience. 


On drums, Zack Simmons 
demonstrated some very groovy 
rhythms alongside the traditional 
heavy, blasting drums that are 
signature to black metal and death 
metal. Louis Benjamin Falgoust II’s 
voice was impeccable, with growls 
and harsh screams reminiscent of a 
wild animal on the hunt. After some 
onstage shenanigans between Louis 
and lead guitarist (and absolute 
riff lord) Sammy Duet, Goatwhore 
unleashed a brand new song 
(“Vengeful Ascension”) and album 
announcement on us. 


The anticipation I had for Amon 
Amarth was intense. I was engaged 
in total fanboy mode for a band that I 
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Vinyl Music Hall, Pensacola 


had been following for almost 10 years. 
Known for their amazing lead guitar, 
crushing basslines, pulse-pounding 
drumming, and amazing lyricism 
(Norse mythology and legends), it was 
easy to see why this band became a 
favorite among metal fans. It’s because 
they’re actual Vikings. 


With my mjolnir amulet around my 
neck, I was ecstatic and extremely 
exhausted. Up until that point, I 
was in the mosh pit with my fellow 
metalheads. I thought I was about to 
throw in the towel for the night and 
just enjoy the show like a responsible 
adult, but all of that was thrown 
away once Amon Amarth began took 
the stage. I was yelling and chanting 
for a band that I had admired since 
childhood. 


The Stockholm band opened with a 
fan favorite, “The Pursuit of Vikings,” 
and the entire place erupted. More 
moshing broke out, everyone is jumped 
to the music, and we were all pushed 
toward the front in a massive rush to 
the stage. The setlist contained Amon 
Amarth’s best-known songs, including 
“Cry of the Blackbirds,” “Guardians 
of Asgaard,” “Free Will Sacrifice,” 
“War of the Gods,” “Destroyer of the 
Universe,” “Father of the Wolf,” “The 
Way of Vikings,” “Raise Your Horns” 
and “Death in Fire.”

Johan Hegg stood tall among his 
band of Vikings, delivering some of 
the most brutal vocals known to the 
metal world, demanding us to release 
our inner berserker. Jocke Wallgren, 
the band’s drummer and newest 
member, performed all of the driving, 
pounding percussion rhythms to 
absolute perfection. He also showed us 
his technical prowess behind the kit 
during a blistering drum solo, which is 
something more concerts need. 


Guitarists Olavi Mikkonen and Johan 
Soderberg were incredible masters of 
shreddings, whether it was through 
heavy riffage or monstrous solos 
and dual harmonies. On bass, Ted 
Lundstr6é6m provided the growly low- 
end carnage needed to seal together 
the sounds for one of the greatest 
heavy metal bands of all time. 


Once the show was finished, the crowd 
began to chant for one more song. 
Any fan of this band knew that there 
was one song missing from the set, 
and forgetting it would be a complete 
travesty. Post-tease, Amon Amarth 
marched back on stage and played 
their breakout song “Twilight of the 
Thunder God,” an epic ode to Thor. 


The concert was an experience that I 
will cherish for the rest of my life.

“The Tiny Warriors” at NW Florida Theatre Festival

The inaugural Northwest Florida 
Theatre Festival at Grand Boulevard 
offers 19 pieces written, produced 
and performed by locals. It was held 
in conjunction with the Mother’s Day 
weekend’s ArtsQuest and continues 
May 18-21 with repeats of many of the 
first weekend’s performances. 


The Tiny Warriors appealed to me 
on a couple different levels. The skit 
stars a life coach named Lisa and her 
roommate of two years, Morty, whose 
work as a suicide hotline operator 
provides comedically grim material for 
his true aspiration as a greeting card 
writer. 


I don’t know anything about life 
coaches, suicide hotlines or greeting 
card writers, but I do know about 
the complexities involved with having 
roommates. I figured the play would be 
a combination of comedy and drama. 


My most vivid memory living with a 
male roommate in Monterey, California, 
occurred during a drunken Cinco de 
Mayo bash. We soaked for a while in the 
backyard hot tub, chased each other for 
two blocks and then tackled each other 


into the icy-cold waters of the Monterey 
Bay. Hopefully, that’s as close as [ll 
ever get to being electrocuted. 


For his part, on our last night together 
as roommates, Mark said his lasting 
memory of me would be the night I was 
dressed on full scuba gear—wetsuit, 
tank and all—doing an imitation of 
Meg Ryan’s orgasm scene in When 
Harry Met Sally. 1 don’t remember the 
circumstances behind that one, but it 
was also probably driven by alcohol. 


Then there was David, who I lived 
with briefly in Washington, D.C. He 
worked at a bar, and my only real 
memory of that living arrangement was 
the incident that ended it. He came 
home completely wasted one night 
and pounded on my bedroom door for 
what seemed like hours, screaming 
and yelling about something obscure 
while I cowered in my room because the 
door didn’t have a lock. I couldn’t call 
for help because my cell phone was in 
the living room. There’s just something 
about roommates and alcohol that lead 
to lasting memories. 


Based on those experiences, I expected 
a comedy-drama in The Tiny Warriors, 
although I also left room for some sexual 


tension, the male-female dynamic being 
what it is. The play does, in fact, include 
all those elements during its short but 
sweet time slot. (The fact that it was 
only 15 minutes long was the other 
thing that appealed to me, my attention 
span also being what it is.) 


The skit opens with Lisa (Cana Sylvester) 
circling a couch and coffee table topped 
with a wine bottle and glass, talking to 
a friend on her cell about her pending 
move to Italy. During the conversation, 
she also alludes to her recent breakup 
with “Chris,” which tipped me off to 
some upcoming sexual tension. 


Morty (Justin Duncan) wanders in at 
the tail end of the conversation and, 
while Lisa folds laundry, he reads 
some of the greeting card ideas he’s 
sketched out at work—all but one of 
which starkly reflects the depressing 
nature of his work at his day job. But 
this is where the comedy begins, and 
the laughter and sexual tension build 
from there. Especially after two lonely 
socks make an appearance. 


Sylvester, 22, lives in Fort Walton 
Beach while Duncan, also 22, studies 
theater in Orlando. The two wrote The 
Tiny Warriors while enrolled in the 
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visual and performing arts department 
at Gulf Coast State College. 


“There was this variety show and we just 
watched 10-minute plays and figured 
we may as well just write a 10-minute 
play, thatll be perfect, and we'll just 
throw it in this variety show,” Sylvester 
explains. “We always talked about doing 
it again, but it’s so hard to find a space.” 


Sylvester and Duncan both previously 
worked with the Emerald Coast Theatre 
Company, and they found the space to 
perform when she was poking around 
on the company’s web site several 
months ago. 


I’m not sure why it took so long for a 
performing arts element to make its way 
into ArtsQuest, but I’m glad it did. Not 
only are live performances entertaining 
to audiences and performers alike, 
but events like the Northwest Florida 
Theatre Festival are “unjuried and 
uncensored”—meaning they’re open 
to anyone, experienced or not, with an 
idea and the passion to see it through.

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Lloyd Taylor - A Part of Destin History

Longtime Destin resident Lloyd 
Taylor was born at Eglin Air Force Base 
in 1945. He and his twin brother Tommy 
were thought to be the first documented 
twins born there. Lloyd and his brother 
were brought home to Calhoun Drive in 
Destin by his parents Clement James 
Garfield Taylor and Willie Mae Marler 
Taylor. There, they met their two older 
brothers and the rest of their extended 
family. 


The Taylor family history goes back to the 
early 1900’s when Taylor’s grandfather 
Clement E. Taylor left England and 
arrived by steamboat at Santa Rosa 
Beach. He held many teaching degrees. 
Billy Marler, who would later become 
Taylor’s grandfather as well, hired 
Grandfather Taylor to teach his children. 
Grandfather Taylor then helped open the 
Episcopal Church in Destin. His son and 
Lloyd’s father, Clement James Garfield 
Taylor, was born in England and was 
around three years old when he arrived 
in Destin. 


Taylor’s grandparents on his mother’s 
side were W.T. Marler and Camella 
Kathryn Brooks Marler. They had 10 
children, one of whom was Willie Mae 
Marler, Lloyd’s mother. “Grandfather 
Marler wanted a boy so he named her 
Willie Mae,” says Taylor. 


Grandfather Marler was a lighthouse 
keeper and built boats. He also opened 
the first school in Destin in his home. 
Church services were also held there—a 
minister would come by boat to perform 
the service. “Grandfather Marler kept a 
casket upstairs in his home, as he was 
the unofficial undertaker,” says Taylor. 
“He never charged for this service as he 
often said that you couldn’t charge a 
person in that condition. He had a great 
sense of humor.” 


Eventually Grandfather Marler set 
up a Methodist church, which later 
burned down and was replaced by a 
Presbyterian church. W.C. Pryor wrote 
a story about W.T. Marler called “The 
Most Unforgettable Character I Ever 
Met” in the December 1955 edition of 
Reader’s Digest. 


Taylor’s parents, Clement James and 
Willie Mae, were married in 1931 and 
raised their family in Destin. His dad 
was a civil service worker until 1960. 
“Growing up in early Destin was like 
living in paradise,” says Taylor. “We 
camped, fished and played baseball. 
During warm weather, we swam, boated 
and water-skied on a little ski boat my 
father gave us. We were always fighting 
and playing around, but we developed 


lifelong best friends like the Parrishes, 
the Brunsons, and our cousins. We 
worked on the fishing boats. Plus, there 
was a lot of influence on our lives from 
our neighbors. Everyone was family.” 


Taylor attended elementary school 
in a three-room building on Calhoun 
Drive in the spot that is now home to 
Clement E. Taylor Park. “We played 
a lot of baseball back then and had 
games against Westwood Elementary, 
which is now Edwins Elementary in Fort 
Walton Beach,” he says. Taylor attended 
Pryor Junior High the first year it was 
open and continued his education at 
Choctawhatchee High School for grades 
10 through 12. Taylor graduated from 
Choctaw in 1963. 


“My brother and I sometimes took the 
boat to get to Choctaw, which was at 
the Meigs Middle School location in 
Shalimar then.” 


Taylor started at Troy State Teachers 
College in Alabama at the age of 17. 
He earned a teaching degree in Social 
Studies, followed by a Master’s Degree 
in Administration and Supervision. He 
started teaching at Kenwood Elementary 
in 1968 as a physical education 
instructor. In 1969, he moved to Pryor 
Junior High where he taught Social 
Studies for 15 years. 


“As my 7th grade geography teacher at 
Pryor Junior High, Mr. Taylor inspired 
me to want to become a teacher in 
Okaloosa County. I later became a social 
studies teacher in the school system. 
My dad Charles Gregory—who was an 
assistant principal at Pryor then—also 
enjoyed working with Lloyd,” says former 
Destin resident Lori Gregory Green. 


From Pryor, Taylor went to the Okaloosa 
County Schools District Office where 
he worked in Student Services for 12 
years. He also served on the Destin 
Community Board before Destin was 
incorporated as a city. After Destin was 
incorporated in 1985, he was elected to 
the first city council and reelected to the 
second council. “We passed regulations 
on parking and growth management to 
try and restrict it,” says Taylor. “Those 
regulations were later overturned.” 


In 1996, Taylor was elected to the 
Okaloosa County School Board and 
served two terms. He retired in 2004 but 
went back to work in Student Services 
for the school system in 2006. 


Taylor married the former Sandra Girard 
42 years ago. He has two children—son 
James Richard and daughter Camella. 
His parents were married 50-plus years 
before his father passed away in 1986. 


...and today. 


His mother Willie Mae helped found the 
Destin Library in 1940 and chaired the 
Friends of Destin Library Board. The 
Children’s Room at the Destin Library 
is named after Willie Mae. She passed 
away in 1999. 


“It was a different time and era back in 
the early days of Destin,” Taylor notes. 
“We have had lifelong relationships with 
friends we grew up with and wonderful 
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memories. It is difficult in today’s society 
to have those types of relationships. We 
have also had some wonderful people 
move into Destin. My concerns now are 
growth management and maintaining a 
good quality of life. I would also like to 
see more jobs for young people to keep 
them here.

The Food You Crave, Ready When You Are

Everyday Gourmet to Go is located 
just off Racetrack Road in Fort Walton 
Beach. The storefront is mostly 
window—the better to peek at the 
goodies inside—and there are plants 
and a small cafe-style table just 
outside the door. At first glance you 
might think it’s a gift shop—and there 
are gifts—but the real draw is in the 
display cases. 


Owner Sherie Montalto opened 
Everyday Gourmet to Go eight months 
ago. Prior to that, she and her late 
husband owned and ran Pandora’s, 
two of the area’s best-known and loved 
steakhouses. Looking for something 
smaller and less time-consuming, 
Montalto took inspiration from her 
youth in Canada and first experiences 
in the restaurant business, a field in 
which she has worked for 38 years. 


Montalto started out working at a 
luncheonette—Mary Jo’s—with its 
owner and chef, her grandmother. 
She cooked with her grandmother and 
worked behind the counter. She held on 
to her grandmother’s recipes, collected 
others from friends, and eventually 
compiled them into a cookbook called 
Recipes Without Reservations. 


The concept behind Everyday Gourmet 
to Go is simple and appealing— 
salads, soups, main dishes, sides, 
and desserts are prepared fresh daily, 
then sold by weight or in meal-sized 
portions. Reheating instructions 
(time and temperature) are included. 
Customers can see what is on the daily 
menu (or order ahead), assemble their 
meal from start to finish, and get it 
to go. There is no dine-in service, but 
everything is only a few minutes from 
being table-ready at home. 


“T had the idea,” says Montalto, “that 
in a hectic world, people needed an 
alternative to fast food.” She figured 
that people wanted home-cooked fare, 
but it had to be the kind that could go 
“from oven to table in less than one 
hour.” 


The plan is working, but Montalto 
discovered an unforeseen clientele. 
She assumed that she would get a lot 
of her business from younger families 
and people stopping on the way home 
from work. She noticed she was also 
getting a good trade from older people, 
who buy several days’ worth of food at 
a time. “They want food they are used 
to,” she says. 


Montalto’s culinary background, in 
Canada and in south Florida, included 


her family’s traditions (Italian), and 
exposure to Polish, Hungarian and 
other ethnic cooking styles. There 
are glimpses of this on the menu at 
Everyday Gourmet to Go. 


The shop (formerly a pizza place) has 
shelves on one side displaying oils, 
vinegars, sauces, honey, pickles and 
crackers. There’s also beer and wine, 
some kitchen-themed gifts, and boxed 
foods and mixes. The other side is 
devoted to cases of prepared food. 


Behind the cases is a blackboard of 
what’s available. In the rear of the shop 
is a tiny office, the kitchen, fridge and 
walk-in freezer. Maximum use is made 
of the space, for Montalto and her staff 
of around six to prepare and box the 
food. Montalto said her day usually 
begins around 8 a.m., when she arrives 
just as the cleaning person is leaving. 
Her organization is informal—“more 


| 


like family’—and staff members do 
a multitude of tasks. She still cooks. 


Selection varies daily, and there are 
also holiday specials. The day of this 
interview, the cold case was stocked 
with crab cakes, cabbage rolls, stuffed 
baked potatoes, lasagna, meatloaf, 
enchiladas, Brussels sprouts, glazed 
carrots, roasted potatoes, shepherd’s 
pie, crunchy garlic shrimp, a reuben 
braid, and assorted salads, sandwiches 
and sides. A separate blackboard listed 
additional entrees including jambalaya, 
beef stroganoff, sherried shrimp, and 
turkey, and a long list of sides. The 
desserts got a separate space. 


Montalto gifted me with a sampler 
selection to go—a cabbage roll, 
meatball, spinach lasagna rollup, 
kale and quinoa salad, bread pudding, 
and berry tart. She carefully packed 
and boxed everything—including a 
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Jambalaya. | ; 
Beef Stroganoff.

hard sauce for the pudding—attaching 
reheating instruction stickers on each 
oven-ready foil box. 


The meaty cabbage roll reminded me 
of food I used to get growing up in 
Dayton, Ohio. The meatball was big 
enough to share, and rollups are a 
great way to serve lasagna. The salad 
was pleasantly bittersweet, with tangy 
pomegranate seeds and candied nuts. 
The bread pudding was enough for 
three people. 


“We've steadily been growing,” says 
Montalto, “seeing where the niches

The only good thing about having a massively 
swollen, black and blue bill (which also gave 
us a lovely lisp, like Sylvester the Cat) was 
that by looking and sounding like a freaky 
hybrid of two cartoon characters, we could 
scare away any shady characters lurking at 
the even shadier motel. Of course, a yelping 
dog in the throes of a nervous breakdown is 
also a good deterrent, even if he is only 15 
pounds. 


You would think such a trying trip would 
give anyone in their right mind a case of the 
traveling blues. But we’ve got a case of the 
traveling brews. Actually, just a six-pack and 
a growler. As we set out for the Interstate, 
we wisely stopped at a few places and picked 
up a some brewskis to enjoy during our stay 
at what we now know is the hotel from hell. 


One place that we’re getting to like more 
and more is Crestview’s Tom Thumb Liquor 
Store, just south of I-10. This time around, 
we decided to check out their growlers. The 
draft choices were downright delectable and 
included their biggest seller, the super smooth 
Green Man English-style porter. It’s earthy 
yet sweet, creamy and raisin-y with a shy 
wisp of chocolate. Though it’s hearty, it’s still 
a good choice even as the warmer months 
arrive, simply because it tastes so good. If you 
love a good porter, this one’s a must. 


The biggest surprise of the lineup was NOLA 
Brewing’s 7th Street Wheat Lemon Basil 
Beer—as insanely tasty as it was light and 
refreshing. Keep in mind, we dislike most 
summer shandies or other lemony brews, but 
this one had a natural, almost clean taste with 
just the right hint of basil. 


\ Tom (nurgigerss 
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On Tap 
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The “it” citrus right now, though, is blood 
orange. In keeping with the trend, Tom 
Thumb taps Funky Buddha’s More Morro 
Blood Orange Ale, with its grapefruit hops 
giving the prized Morro fruit a zinger of a 
boost. The end result is an interesting, top- 
notch brew that wisely doesn’t overdo the 
pucker power. 


Our choice for a take-along growler, though, 
was Highland’s Black Mocha Stout. While 
it’s true that even some diehard hopheads 
aren’t as crazy for stouts as we are, this one 
is fine enough to win new fans. It’s incredibly 
smooth. And though full-flavored and robust, 
its almost creamy taste makes it easy to drink. 


It’s worth noting that Tom Thumb’s growler is 
cute. Though made of glass, it’s shaped like 
a brown moonshine jug and comes sealed 
with tape in an effort to prevent buyers from 
unwittingly violating Florida’s open container 
laws. They also offer an oversized steel 
container that not only keeps cold beverages 
cold but also hot ones hot. Pretty nifty. 


The taps are rotated. Right now they’re 
offering one of our faves, Oyster City’s Brown 
Ale as well as an IPA by the notoriously 
excellent brewer Sierra Nevada. If we would 
have known what a stressful trip lay ahead, 
we may have gotten one of each. 


For our next three-day jaunt, we’ve already 
made arrangements for a doggie sitter and 
booked a sunny Hilton property. We may 
get a case of the traveling brews again, or 
we may just hit the hotel bar. Either way, 
after our trip to the Hell Hotel, it’s sure to 
feel like heaven.

ZUMBAS

“Are you AAAAWWAAAAAAAAKE?!?” 
our exuberant Zumba instructor 
screamed over the loud booming dance 
music permeating the room. 


“YEEEEEEESSSSSSS!” 40 people 
screamed back, while gyrating wildly 
to the music. 


That’s how I start my weekends. 


About two years ago, my oldest daughter 
discovered a Zumba class at a nearby 
church. After going to the class alone 
for a couple of weeks, she suggested I 
go, too. I had recently experienced a 
traumatic loss that left me weeping in 
my front room every night, so I decided 
maybe getting out of the house would 
be a good idea. 


But I was a little hesitant about Zumba. 
I was 59 years old, not a dancer and 
certainly not fit. But the thought of 
hanging around my house continuing 
to do nothing but feel sorry for myself 
wasn’t all that appealing either. So 
I went. And then went again. Then 
I found another class to take. Then 
another. I was hooked. 


Zumba Fitness started in the mid-‘90s 
when choreographer Alberto “Beto” 
Perez in Cali, Colombia, realized 
he had forgotten his aerobics class 
music. He quickly improvised by 
using the merengue and salsa tapes 
he had in his backpack. The members 
loved it, and thus Zumba was born. 
It includes aerobic movements and 
dance, performed to energetic music. 
Choreography includes soca, hip-hop, 
salsa, samba, mambo, lunges, squats 


and merengue. Did I mention body- 
rolls, fist-pumps and booty-shakes? 


My instructor, Amy Kon, tells me she 
has been active in sports and exercise 
her whole life. She started teaching 
Step Aerobics in the ‘90s, but then 
found Zumba in 2009 and fell in love 
with it. She became licensed and 
started teaching Zumba in 2011, and 
in the past six years has taught in 
Honolulu and Fort Walton Beach. I 
take her Saturday 9:30 a.m. class as 
well as her Monday 5:45 p.m. class at 
PASARDA on Industrial Road in Fort 
Walton Beach. 


My other instructor, Sundy Keichel, 
teaches Thursday nights at the First 
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Baptist Church in Fort Walton Beach. 
Sundy started Zumba in 2009 when 
her neighbor invited her to try a class 
with her at Holloman AFB. She loved it 
and attended as many classes as she 
could. And when an instructor needed 
a sub and asked if she was interested in 
teaching, she thought, “Why not?” She 
became licensed in April 2010 and has 
been teaching ever since. 


It’s no mystery there are plenty of 
health benefits from Zumba, including 
weight loss and improved coordination 
and endurance, but it’s also a mood 
booster and confidence builder. Where 
else can you wear hot pink shoes, 
turquoise leggings, a bright coral sports 
bra and a purple tank top? And if you 
don’t think bright colors and learning 
to twerk doesn’t boost your confidence, 
you haven’t been to Zumba! 


Both Amy and Sundy know how to 
whip me and both of my daughters 
into shape. We attend all three classes 
together weekly, and while I admittedly 
can’t always keep up with them, it’s 
certainly fun trying. 


I highly recommend it for anyone 
looking for a form of exercise that is 
fun and effective. As of 2015, there 
were about 14 million Zumba students 
in 186 countries. Now, at 61 and 
40 pounds lighter, I am proud my 
daughters and I are part of that 14 
million. 


The only remaining mystery is how do 
Amy and Sundy look so beautiful and 
refreshed after class while the rest of 
us are panting, sweating hot messes? 
Maybe it was part of their training!
